The appraisal question, bear­ 

ing directly on F.H.A. Insurance 
of refinancing and building loans 
In a time of considerably in­ 
creased building costs, has been 
vigorously discussed In recent 
realty and builders' meetings 
here. On the basis of a build­ 
ing-cost Index of 100 In 1941, the 
F.H.A. now uses an Index of 127, 
as considered from a standpoint 
of long-term son nd ness, it was 
explained, though recognizing, 
in general, a current figure of 
147. The building industry gen- 
;rally places the index at a ma­ 
terially higher point.
